Ft. Dodge, Iowa, Oot. 17. — United 
States Senator Jonathan Prentiss Dol- 
llver died of dilatation of the heart 
caused by an attack of acute indi- 
gestion, at his resid-nce ait 7:30 
o'clock Saturday night while being 
rubbed by an osteopath physician. 

Senator Do 1 liver's sudden demise 
was wholly unexpected by his rela- 
tives and close friends, who thought 
he had almost entirely rc«ov«red from 
the attack of indigestion which he 
had been suffering for a week. 

Senator Dolllver had been up all 
day, and had made a trip from his 
residence down town. He told Several 
of the men whom he met that he be- 
lieved he had completely recovered 
from the lndls|iosltian which follow- 
ed his trip through Wisconsin on a 
speech-making tour for S.mator La 
FoUette- 

The osteopath physician was using 
an instrument to listen to the Sen- 
ator's heart action. The physician un- 
expectedly discovered that be was no 
longer hearing the heart bjats. He 
at first thought his instrument was 
faulty. An examination revealed that 
his patient was dead. 

Jonathan Prentiss Dolllver was born 
near Klngwrcod, Preston county, Vir- 
ginia, February 6. 1858 of old New 
England stock. His father was a 
clergyman and an abolition agitator, 
who was submitted to much annoyanc * 
during the Civil War when the porti< it 
of the State in which he lived was 
separated from Virginia and erected 
into a loyal commonwealth.

For three hours the Trent man •uver- 
ed in the h**av.v a "a way to get along- 
side of Wellman and his wrecked com 
panions. The eutire party was fi- 
nally taken abcard, and the cat al- 
so, which was taken along as the 
mascot, shar.nl In the rescue, ('apt. 
Down reports all the members of the 
crew well. The America was aban- 
doned where the rescue occurred, in 
latitude 35.43, longitud- 68.18. 

This brings to a climax one of the 
most remarkable flights by aji air- 
ship ever undertaken. That the cli- 
max was not acconi)iani.ad by a 
tragedy Is considered a matter of ex- 
c .optionally good fortune, as the di- 
rigible had bin'll blown far away from 
the usual lanes of transatlantic trav- 
el and was almost outside the range of 
the ooast steamers plying between 
ports of the United States, Cuba and 
South America. 

The wonderment and awe which was 
inspired Saturday as the dirigible 
first disappeared into the fog banks 
hanging over the oc*in, had gradu- 
ally turned to anxljty and serious 
apprehension as to the ultimate re- 
sult of tile experiment. 

The range of wireless had swept the 
entire North Atlantic, bringing no 
word from the airship for two days.

King Humbert 1. made the rules for 
tbe public lottery of Italy: 

First.— The public lottery Is tempora- 
rily maintained by the favor of the 
state under tbe following laws. 

Second.— It Is administered by tbe 
minister of finance, under whom the 
chiefs are chosen for their respective 
functions. 

Third.— The lotto is formed by nine- 
ty, numbered from 1 to 00. Inclusive, 
live of which drawn by chance deter- 
mine the successful. 

Fourth.— One can “play the lotto” In 
the following manner; 

On one number (very rarely played). 

On all live numbers (very rarely 
played). 

On two nnmbersi— the "ambo.” 

On three numbers, which Is known 
ns tho "terno.” 

On four numbers, which is known as 
tbe “quatorno.” 

Fifth.— When one number Is played 
tbe winner is paid ten times and a 
half his output; when two numbers 
are played the winner Is paid 350 
times bis output; when three numbers 
tire played the winner is paid 5,250 
times bLs output; when four numbers 
are played tbe winner is paid 00,000 
times his output Therefore If one has 
by any chance bought a No. 1 ticket 
and wlus the four uumt-ors (quaterno) 
he wins $00,000.

of the lotto takes place. In Naples 
the ceremony Is held at the end of n 
fonl. filthy alley known ns the Impre- 
ss, back In a great courtyard, In full 
view of the people on the balcony of 
fin old palace.

The 
enthusiasm breaks forth again with 
murmurs and cries and prayers, and 
the quiet child liefore tbe urn in his 
white dress hears them and trembles, 
for he knows that be Is menaced. Be- 
fore the people there is a blackboard, 
and a man |>osta up the numbers ns 
they are drawn— S, 47, 11, 10 and 80. 
Aad this series of -five la discussed, 
yelled at. challenged, cursed, for not 
one In the crowd has drawn a fortu- 
nate nsmber. The child's eyes are un- 
fcound. and he Is put dowu and Bet 
time. Tbe balls are returned Into their 
boxes sealed up and carried away un- 
der tbe eyes of the crowd, which after 
waiting for a moment, nnable to be- 
llere Its 111 fortune, breaks np and dls- 
rnpts. Apathy Is thrown upon tbe ma- 
jority as much as such a atate of mind 
Ja possible to a Neapolitan mass as 
Obey begin In groups to discuss tbe 
failure of their schemes and their com- 
binations.- Marie Van Vorst In Har- 
per's Magazine.

•liver Lined Cooking Utonaila Deed 
Twenty Centuriea Ago. 

While the housewife of today may 
reoaonably pride herself on the con- 
veniences which her kitchen affords, 
she need not smile too superciliously 
at the thought of the makeshifts of 
days long gone by. 8he would certainly 
not do so were she to spend a little 
time Inspecting the kitchen and other 
household utensils that were In use 
2,000 years ago, as exhibited in the 
national museum at Naples. Sauce- 
pans lined with silver, palls richly In- 
laid with arabesques In silver and 
shovels handsomely carved figure 
among the household goods of those 
times. 

An egg frame that would cook twen- 
ty eggs at once and pastry molds 
shaped like shells suggest luxuries of 
the kitchen of 2,000 years ago. Grid- 
irons and frying pans, tart dishes and 
cheese graters were In use then as 
now. 

The Roman lady’s toilet table was 
well supplied. Ivory combs, bottles of 
perfume, pots of cosmetics, buttons, 
hairpins and even a hair net of gold 
wire figure In the museum. 

Bronze thimbles and spindles are to 
be seen among the relics. The Roman 
lady even had her safety pin. for there 
Is n specimen of this little convenience 
which, before the one In the Naples 
museum was found, was believed to 
be n strictly modern Invention. 

The Roman lady, howevev, apparent- 
ly lacked one essential. She bad no 
hairbrush. Neither bad she a glass 
mirror. All the mirrors in the museum, 
with one exception, are of sliver or 
some other white mctnl. The excep- 
tion Is a dark purple piece of glass let 
Into the wall of a bedroom at the 
house Specchio In Pompeii. 

In surgical instruments the nnclent 
world was rich. Those found at Pom- 
pell deprive modern science of the 
credit of more than one Invention 
Needles, probes and forceps resemble 
closely those In use at the present 
day.— Harper’s Weekly.

City Already Struggling Under an 
Indebtedness of $40,916,913.13. 

New Orleans Is far from belpg e 
unit In favor of the proposed slate 
taz to raise a fund of $6. 500,01)0 In 
aid of th* World’s Panama exposl 
tlon. 

Th* New Orleans Taxpayers' Pro- 
tective association ha* adopted a 
strong resolution, which Is being 
widely distributed in the form of a 
circular l«tter, advising Its members 
to oppoea the l«vy, principally oa the 
ground that the city la already taxed 
and bonded to the limit of endurance 
and that the taxpayer* are not able 
to bear the additional burden. 

The letter quotes the comptrcller'a 
report of Dec. 31, 1909, to prove that 
the present bonded debt of the city 
la $32,521,040. on which the annual 
Interest amounts to $975,740. In ad- 
dition to th'a the water and aewerage 
board Is attempting to aell $7,000,000 
of bonds, bearing Interest at 4 
per cent and the unpaid ordinances 
and unfinished contracts for paving 
amount to $343.168 33 and $852,709.80 
reipectively, bringing the total In- 
debtedness of the city up to the enor 
mous sum of $40,716,918.13. 

To the above must be added more 
then $5,000,000, which must be paid 
by the city on state bonds now due: 
the courthouse commission carries a 
debt of $750,000, the dock board 
$3,000,000, and th# levee board 
$3,000,000. 

Continuing, the letter aaya; "Re 
member, alao, that If the city of New 
Orleans aucceeda In selling her 
$7,000,000 of bonds, th* water and 
sewerage board will cempel every 
property holder, to the number of 66.- 
000, to put In the sewerage and 
waterworks In their premises at a 
cost of not leas than $250 per resi- 
dence, thus making the enormous 
suit, of $16,000,000. 

‘‘Where la all this money to come 
from? 

“The taxpayers feel that the Inter- 
est on the outstanding Indebtedness 
Is now over $1,444,000 and will ab- 
sorb all th* revenue If the debt Is 
permitted to accumulate."

KILLING THE UMPIRE. 



It Is an Essential Part of the Orest 
Gama of Baseball. 

According to bleacher law, there are 
three particularly Justifiable motives 
for doing away with umpires. An 
umpire may be killed— first. If he sees 
lit to adhere to the rules and make a 
decision against the home team at a 
close point In the game; second, an 
umpire may be killed if be sends a 
member of tbe home team to the bench 
when the player la question has done 
absolutely nothing but call tbe umpire 
names and attempt to bite bis ear off 
(an umpire has no business to be 
touchy); third (and this is a perfect 
defense against the charge of murder), 
an umpire may be killed if he calls 
any batter on the borne team out on 
strikes when the player has not even 
struck at the balls pitched.

There is ample proof at hand to 
show that killing the umpire Is a dis- 
tinctively American sport. Other coun- 
tries have tried baseball, but they have 
not tried killing the umpire. That is 
probably the reason why they have 
uot wnxed enthusiastic over baseball, 
for baseball without umpire killing is 
like football without girls in the grand 
stand. It simply can't be done. That 
foreign countries know nothing about 
our king of outdoor sports was Indi- 
cated forcibly when in tbe fall of 1900 
tbe Detroit team made a trip to Cuba 
under tbe management of Outfielder 
McIntyre. In the entire series of 
twelve games with the Havana and 
Almendares nines not one single ob- 
jection was made by either the Cuban 
pluyero or the silent Cuban spectators 
to a decision of the umpires. The 
Americans did not know what to think 
of It— until they counted up the gate 
receipts at the end of the series. Then 
they readied that in their own country 
It is the delight in killing the umpire 
rather than the pleasure in watching 
the game that draws the tremendous 
crowds through the turnstiles.— George 
Jean Nathan In Harper’s Weekly.

The Tax On Oleomargarine. 

Why did the Congress of the Unit- 
ed Slates enact the present olmtnar- 
garlne law which provides for an 
internal revenue tax of ten edits 
Per pound on artificially colored oleo- 
margarine? Was It to permit the 
butter producers of the country to 
exact a high price fgr butter as has 
been claimed? To make such a claim 
is a pretty serious indictment of our 
federal law making body. Of oourse 
butter Is higher in price than it wus 
ten years ago but so are other nec- 
essities of life. The percentage of 
oleomargarine now being put upon 
the market bears a higher ratio to 
the amount of butter consumed than 
it did ten years ago. This coupled 
with the fact that less than three Per 
oent of the oleomargarine sold Is 
taxed at ten cents per pound proves 
that the oleomargarine law has ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the price 
of butter. 

Congress enacted this law to pre- 
vent fraud in the sale of oleomar- 
garine. The law was never intended 
to prevent the honest sale of oleo- 
margarine or to enhanoe the Interests 
of the butter producers of the coun- 
try, but rather to protect the one 
against fraud In the purchase of but- 
ter or oleomargarine and the other 
against fraudulent competition. 

Congress Intended to compel ithe 
sale of oleomargarine In its ilatural 
oolor (which is white or nearly so) 
instead of $ji the natural color of but- 
ter (whips 1 is yellow.) (Vmgr.jas at

Washington's family, 
and being, moreover, very much pleased 
with the modest and Innocent looks of 
your two daughters. Patty and Polly. 1 
do for these reasons send each of these 
girls a pleca of chlnU. and to Patty, who 
bears the name of Mrs. Washington and 
who waited upon ua more than Polly did. 
I send 6 guineas, with which she may 
buy herself any little ornaments she may 
want, or she may dispose of them In any 
other manner more agreeable to herself. 

As I do not give these thing* with a 
view to hove It talked of or even to Its 
being known, the lee* there Is said about 
It the better you will pleas* mo, but that 
1 may be sure the chlnts and money have 
got safe to hand 1st Patty, who I dare say 
Is equal to It. writ* mo a lino Informing 
me thereof, directed to “The President Sf 
the United Slates at New York.” I wish 
you and your family well and am your 
humble servant. OO. WASHINGTON.
